“TRUMPET IN THE WILDERNESS,” by Robert S. 
Harper; (Mill: $2.50). 
IN THE city room of the Ohio State Journal in 
* 
Columbus, O., a m an named Robert S. Harper 
sits five night* a week, very busy indeed. 
He is the 
city tnt I tor, and city editors are always busy. 
But when he isn’t working Mr. H arper has history 
on his mind, and particularly the history of Ohio. 
This hobby has produced a book called “Trum pet in 
the Wilderness" which doubtless will bt* looked at won­ 
deringly by those who believe Hie odd conceit th at 
newspapermen never write the books they project. 
The idea is a libel, as anybody can prove by checking 
off on any book list, Uie volumes credited to practising 
newsmen. 
Mr. H arper’s book is a historical novel In which 
the W ar of 1812 as it affected Ohio and the Detroit 
corner of Michigan is the central character, actually. 
He has drajied his story over the adventures of a 
singularly likable young m an named Jubal Johnson, 
however. And also over the reasons why Jubal began 
the campaign (which ended with Perry’s victory) as 
the fiance of tile girl he left behind him in Phila­ 
delphia, and ended It the groom-to-be of the girl Ann 
Sessions, whom he almost lost to the Indians. 
But 
did not. 
Nevertheless, the value of “Trium ph in the W ilder­ 
ness” would have been considerable even without 
these people. The W ar of 1812 is the orphan among 
American wars; most of us know even less about it 
than about the Mexican squabble 30 years later. And 
it is Mr. H arper’s good luck th at the events in und 
around Ohio are among the most stirring and (ex­ 
cepting Perry’s classic naval victory) Hie least known 
in connection with it all. 
The march north of the 
Ohio militia, hacking its way through virgin forest 
at the rate of ten miles a day, is an American epic. 
The treachery of General Hull, as Mr, Harper de­ 
scribes it, is m aterial for a tragic drama. 
Governor 
Meigs of Ohio turns out to be one of our national 
heroes, although most of us never heard of I ii rn. And 
so on. 
Mr. Harper's fam iliarity with the events of his story 
doubtless came from the dusty files of some public 
library and even more remote caches. 
But he ob­ 
viously picked up his knowledge of the setting first­ 
hand, and lie has been very successful at putting it 
on paper. 
An attentive reader could almost trace 
Jubal Johnson’s course by the author’s landmarks, 
even today.
